Wal-Mart Case Reaches High Court 


More than IM women 
involved in largest job 
discrimination lawsuit 

Washington 

Christine Kwapnoski hasn’t done 
too badly in nearly 25 years in the 
Wal-Mart family, making more than 
$60,000 a year in a job she enjoys 
most days. 

But Kwapnoski says she faced 
obstacles at Wal-Mart-owned Sam’s 
Club stores in both Missouri and Cali- 
fornia: Men making more than women 
and getting promoted faster. 

She never heard a supervisor tell 
a man, as she says one told her, to 
“doll up” or “blow the cobwebs off’ 
her make-up. Once she got over the 
fear that she might be fired, she joined 
what has turned into the largest job 
discrimination lawsuit ever. 

The 46-year-old single mother 
of two is one of the named plaintiffs 
in a suit that will be argued at the 
Supreme Court on Tuesday. At stake 
is whether the suit can go forward 
as a class action that could involve 
500,000 to 1.6 million women, accord- 
ing to varying estimates, and poten- 
tially could cost the world’s largest 
retailer billions of dollars. 

But the case’s potential impor- 
tance issue goes well beyond the Wal- 
Mart dispute, as evidenced by more 
than two dozen briefs filed by busi-

Wal-Mart's California-based law- 
yer, Theodore J. Boutrous, said 

there is no evidence women are poorly 
treated at Wal-Mart. “The evidence is 
the contrary of that,’’ Boutrous said. 
Wal-Mart wants the high court to stop 
the job discrimination suit in its tracks. 
The company argues it includes too 
many women with too many different 
positions in its 3,400 stores and says its 
policies prohibit discrimination, (ap) 


ness interests on Wal-Mart’s side, 
and civil rights, consumer and union 
groups on the other. 

The question is crucial to the 
viability of discrimination claims, 
which become powerful vehicles to 
force change when they are presented 
together, instead of individually. Class 
actions increase pressure on business- 
es to settle suits because of the cost 
of defending them and the potential 
for very large judgments. 

Columbia University law professor 
John Coffee said that the high court 
could bring a virtual end to employ- 
ment discrimination class actions 
filed under Title VII of the Civil 
Rights Act of 1964, depending on how 
it decides the Wal-Mart case. 

“Litigation brought by individu- 
als under Title VII is just too costly,” 
Coffee said. “It’s either class action 
or nothing.” mark sherman (ap)

Doctors group: Site

Add “Facebook depression” to 
potential harms linked with social 
media, an influential doctors group 
warns, referring to a condition it 
says may affect troubled teens who 
obsess over the online site. 

Researchers disagree on wheth- 
er it’s simply an extension of depres- 
sion some kids feel in other circum- 
stances or a distinct condition linked 
with using the online site. 

But there are unique aspects of 
Facebook that can make it a par- 
ticularly tough social landscape 
to navigate for kids already deal- 
ing with poor self-esteem, said Dr. 
Gwenn O’Keeffe, a Boston-area 
pediatrician and lead author of new

times, Facebook pages can make 
some kids feel even worse if they 
think they don’t measure up. 

It can be more painful than 
sitting alone in a crowded school 
cafeteria or other real-life encoun- 
ters that can make kids feel down, 
O’Keeffe said, because Facebook 
provides a skewed view of what’s 
really going on. Online, there’s no 
way to read body language. 

Dr. Megan Moreno, a University 
of Wisconsin adolescent medicine 
specialist who has studied online 
social networking among college 
students, said using Facebook can 
enhance feelings of social connect- 
edness among well-adjusted kids 
and have the opposite effect on 
those prone to depression. 

Parents shouldn’t get the idea 
that using Facebook “is going 
to somehow infect their kids 
with depression,” she added.

NATO will assume command of all aerial operations in Libya from the U.S.- 
led force that has been conducting airstrikes against Moammar Gadhafi’s forc- 
es, officials said Sunday. NATO jets on Sunday began enforcing the no-fly zone, 
Secretary-General Anders Fogh Rasmussen announced. Diplomats said the 
full transfer of authority would take several days.

Earlier in the day, rebels 
regained two key oil complexes 
along the coastal highway that runs 


from the opposition-held eastern 
half of the country toward Sirte and 
beyond that, to the capital. Mov- 
ing quickly westward, the advance 
retraced the steps of the rebels’ first 
march toward the capital. But this 
time, the world’s most powerful 


air forces have eased the way by 
pounding Gadhafi’s forces. 

Sirte is strategically located 
about halfway between the rebel- 
held east and the Gadhafi-controlled 
west along the coastal highway. It 
is considered a bastion of support 


for Gadhafi that will be difficult for 
the rebels to take and the entranc- 
es to the city have reportedly been 
mined. If the rebels could overcome 
it, momentum for a march on the 
capital would skyrocket. 

In Washington, Defense Sec- 
retary Robert Gates said he could 
not offer a timetable for how long 
the Libyan operation could last, as 
the Obama administration tried 
to bolster its case for bringing the 
U.S. into another war in the Mus- 
lim world. Obama is expected to 
give a speech to the nation Mon- 
day, and U.S. Secretary of State Hil- 
lary Rodham Clinton defended the

Incorrect radiation 
figures hurt reactor 
water removal efforts

Mounting problems, including 
badly miscalculated radiation fig- 
ures and inadequate storage tanks 
for huge amounts of contaminated 
water, stymied emergency workers 
Sunday as they struggled to nudge 
Japan’s stricken nuclear complex 
back from the edge of disaster. 

Workers are attempting to 
remove the radioactive water 
from the tsunami-ravaged nucle- 
ar compound and restart the reg- 


ular cooling systems for the dan- 
gerously hot fuel. 

The day began with company 
officials reporting that radiation in 
leaking water in the Unit 2 reactor 
was 10 million times above normal, 
a spike that forced employees to 
flee the unit. Hours later, TEPCO 
Vice President Sakae Muto said a 
new test had found radiation levels 
100,000 times above normal — far 
better than the first results, though 
still very high. 

But he ruled out having an inde- 
pendent monitor oversee the vari- 
ous checks despite the errors. 

Officials acknowledged there 
was radioactive water in all four of 
the Fukushima Dai-ichi complex’s 


most troubled reactors and that air- 
borne radiation in Unit 2 measured 
1,000 millisieverts per hour, four 
times the amount deemed safe by 
the government. 


Those high airborne readings 
— if accurate — would make it 
very difficult for emergency work- 
ers to get inside to pump out the 
water, (ap)

Checking's Costly liirns 



Avoid fees and keep 
your account’s terms 
with a little vigilance

Don’t get too attached to the 
terms on your checking 
account. 

In the past year, banks 
have raised monthly fees, 
imposed tougher minimum bal- 
ance requirements and even taken 
away rewards programs. 

As part of the sweeping finan- 
cial overhaul last year. Congress 
directed the Federal Reserve to set 
a cap on the fees banks can collect 
from merchants whenever custom- 
ers swipe their debit cards. 

Banks say the Fed’s current pro- 
posal could slash the $16 billion 
they collect each year from stores 
by up to 90 percent. But even as 
they scramble to recoup the lost 
revenue, banks need to be careful 
not to alienate customers. 

Here’s how to keep costs down 
and hold on to the terms you 
value. 


Debit Rewards 

There are already signs that 
rewards programs for debit cards 
could become extinct. 

Chase recently began notifying 
customers that they would no lon- 
ger earn points for debit card pur- 
chases starting in July. 

One way to hold on to debit 
rewards: Check whether the program 
is still offered for premium accounts. 
Both Chase and PNC say select cus- 
tomers with premium accounts will 
continue getting rewards for debit 
card purchases. But those accounts 
are designed for those who main- 
tain higher balances. 


Overdraw your 
account? Avoid the costly 
fees by choosing to decline to 
enroll in overdraft protection.

Monthly Fees 

The “free” checking accounts banks 
advertise increasingly require cus- 
tomers to meet certain conditions. 
For example, monthly fees might 
be waived only if a customer main- 
tains a minimum balance or sets 
up direct deposit. 

Wells Fargo, for example, did 
away with free checking last July. 
It now offers an account that comes 
with a $5 monthly maintenance fee. 
But the charge can be waived if you 
maintain an average daily balance 
of $1,500 or set up a monthly direct 
deposit of at least $250. 

E-banking is another option 
banks are pushing. At Bank of Amer- 
ica, customers can get free checking 
if they opt for e-statements and do 
their banking online. At TD Bank, 


customers with basic checking 
accounts can avoid the bank’s new 
$1 fee increase, to $3.99 a month, by 
getting online statements. 

In other cases, customers need 
to meet higher standards to avoid 
monthly fees. For example. Chase 
says direct deposits on basic check- 
ing accounts must now be at least 
$500 to qualify for a fee waiver. 

Given all the moving parts, be 
sure to carefully check any notic- 
es from your bank. It could be that 
some tweaks will be needed to hang 
onto to that “free” account. 

Overdraft Charges 

Overdrawing your account is still 
one of the fastest ways to rack up 
fees. Banks charge as much as $39 
per violation, no matter how small 
the charge. And if you don’t real- 
ize you’ve overdrawn your account, 
you could quickly rack up a succes- 
sion of violations. 

This scenario can be avoid- 
ed simply by declining to enroll 
in overdraft protection. If you’re 
already enrolled, call your bank

Washington 

Burglaries in the Dupont Circle 
area have more than tripled this 
year. Thefts have spiked about 
70 percent in neighborhoods east 
of the Anacostia River. In Columbia 
Heights, police are stopping people 
at night and warning them to put 
away their smartphones because 
thieves are snatching them. 

Property crime is on the 
upswing across the city in 2011, 
a reversal from recent years of 
decline when the city celebrat- 
ed record low crime rates. The 
most stubborn is burglaries, up 
20 percent, and thefts, which have 
increased 25 percent this year over 
the same time last year. 

Property crime is being driven 
in part by thieves who are smash- 
ing in back doors and shimmying 
in through unlocked windows, then 
making off with iPads, TVs, cash 
and anything else of value. 

“My mouth literally dropped 
when I looked at the numbers,” said 
Matt Rhoades, the editor of Bor- 
derstan, a news website about the 
Dupont Circle, Logan Circle and U 
Street neighborhoods. “The num- 
bers are a disaster.” 

And thieves are making quick 
work of iPhones sitting on tables 
while their owners sip coffee. 

“It’s widespread,” Capt. Jeffrey 
Herold, said acting commander of 
the second district, which includes 
Dupont Circle. 

Harold added that “abundant 
resources” of extra patrols and 
specialized units have been dis- 
patched to problem areas. 

Seasoned investigators say it is 
rare to have an organized, “pro- 
fessional” ring of burglars. More

Homicides are up in the District 
from 18 at this time last year to 20 
this year. Robberies have also in- 
creased slightly, but D.C. police 
chief Cathy Lanier cautioned in an 
email against drawing conclusions 
from homicide trends because its 
early in the year and the totals are 
within a few killings of 2010’s early 
numbers.

often, it’s a person or two acting 
on their own, then selling stolen 
goods to pawn shops. Or, if they 
sell to a fencing operation, it’s often 
in exchange for drugs. 

Burglars will hit an area that 
is familiar to them over and over, 
getting more confident with each 
break-in, until they are caught. 
Once they are arrested, the break- 
ins will slow for a while until they 
are let out of jail, or until another 
burglar discovers the neighborhood 


and gets comfortable there. Inves- 
tigators say it’s not uncommon to 
arrested a suspect who is responsi- 
ble for hundreds of burglaries. 

Police are trying to help resi- 
dents protect themselves, saying 
many of these crimes are acts of 
opportunity. 

“If I see you walking down the 
street talking on phone, I might 
stop you and say it’s not a good 
idea,” said Jacob Kishter, com- 
mander of the third district, which 
includes Columbia Heights, U 
Street and Adams Morgan. 

East of the Anacostia River, bur- 
glary emerged as a top crime issue 
last year. In the area, burglaries and 
thefts continued to increase in the 
first months of the year. In the sur- 
rounding neighborhoods, wallets 


are disappearing from staff mem- 
bers’ purses in schools and groups 
of opportunists are stealing cars at 
gas stations. 

They are also making off with 
valuables people leave in their cars 
while they’re pumping gas. It has 
become such a problem that sixth 
district Commander Robert Contee 
stars in a public service announce- 
ment warning people to be mind- 
ful and lock their doors while they 
are filling up their cars. 

Cmdr. Joel Maupin of the sev- 
enth district, which includes Ana- 
costia, said he’s seeing an uptick in 
tires being swiped directly off of 
parked cars. “It’s a bad economy,” 
Maupin said “People are trying to 
get what they can get.” allison klein

Metro to Add Cameras 



DHS funds surveiLLance 
effort for entrances at 
86 MetroraiL stations 


Security 

Metro plans to install 153 securi- 
ty cameras at the entrances of its 
rail stations and is also considering 
recruiting auxiliary police officers 
to improve security, Metro Transit 
Police Chief Michael Taborn said 
Thursday. 

With serious crimes such as 
assault and robbery surging on 
the system, Taborn outlined sev- 
eral anti-crime initiatives for the 
security committee of the Board 
of Directors. 

The cameras, funded by a 
$2.8 million grant from the Depart- 
ment of Homeland Security, will 
allow police to monitor station 
entrances 24 hours a day, Taborn 
said. They will assist with man- 
aging crowds and with captur- 
ing evidence of crimes, and will be 
installed over the next six months 
to a year, he said. 

The cameras will be the first to 
film the exterior of the entrances 
to Metro’s 86 stations and will take 
video of sufficient quality for use in 
identifying crime suspects, Taborn 
said. “They will be able to see people 
coming and going,” he said. 

The current Metro cameras are 
used inside stations and are decades 
old, producing low-quality images 
inadequate for use as evidence. 

A prototype of the new cameras 
was recently presented to officials 
from the District, Virginia and Mary- 
land and was approved, he said. 


High-Risk Stops 

Ninety percent of the crime at the 
New Carrollton, Branch Avenue 
and Greenbelt stations is proper- 
ty-related, Metro Transit Police 
said. Officials are responding by 
distributing steering-wheel lock- 
ing devices and deploying “rob- 
bery suppression units." (twp) 


Metro Board Chairman Cath- 
erine M. Hudgins suggested that 
Taborn also look into recruiting vol- 
unteers to serve as auxiliary police 
to supplement Metro’s 450-member 
police force, which Taborn says is 
stretched thin across Metro’s rail 
and bus network. 

“There is more need than there 


are officers available to patrol the 
system,” said Kathy Porter, who 
along with several other board 
members said she supported the 
concept. 

“We live in a region that is rich 
with law enforcement retirees,” said 
Jeffrey C. McKay, a board member 
from Fairfax. “There is a wealth of 
opportunity there.” 

Taborn said he also favored the 
idea and would research how other 
law enforcement agencies are using 
auxiliaries. 

Taborn said that car thefts are 
declining systemwide but that 
thefts of small electronic devices 
such as cellphones, tablet comput- 
ers and GPS units are increasing.

New board members 
seek to fix system, 
keep subway running 

Washington 

Metro’s new guard met for the first 
time in February, eager to demon- 
strate that they could repair the 
region’s grand but aging subway 
system — and keep it running at 
the same time. 

But there was a problem with 
that, according to the newest D.C. 
appointee to the 14-member Board 
of Directors, Tom Downs: mid- 
night to 3 a.m. service on week- 
ends was making it hard to repair 


tracks during off-peak, early morn- 
ing hours. 

He suggested the possibility 
of scaling back or curtailing that 
service, which had long been zeal- 
ously protected by District board 
members. Downs was breaking 
free of convention — and drop- 
ping a bombshell. 

Such thinking will need to 
become standard fare on the board 
if Downs and six other newly 
appointed members are to put 
the financially strapped Metro, 
which turned 35 on Sunday, back 
on track. Their first order of busi- 
ness will be to take hold of Metro’s 
massive six-year, $5 billion rebuild- 
ing program. 


“The challenge is how we all 
guarantee that this system is still 
around in usable form for the next 
generation,” Downs said. 

Metro’s oldest 1000 series rail 
cars are the same ones used 35 
years ago. Metro officials say it is 
not feasible to retire the cars from 
the system until replacements 
arrive in 2013. 

Former Maryland congressman 
Michael D. Barnes, nominated to 
the board this month, was at the 
ribbon-cutting for Metrorail in 1976 
and has watched the system tar- 
nish over the years. “It’s no secret 
that Metro has a lot of issues,” 
Barnes said. “I hope I can help.”

“Me and Maya decided we didn’t

Dixon said. “That’s just a great feel- 
ing. I think everyone wanted to 
continue the tournament.” 

While Moore put up the num- 
bers, Dixon was the catalyst for the 
game-changing run. 

Connecticut trailed 53-46 with 
9:36 left, but responded with a 
16-2 run sparked by the 5-foot-4 
guard. This was the third meeting 
between the two Big East teams in 
the past 30 days. 

UConn won the first two games 
by double digits, but Georgetown 


was able to remain close in those 
games by forcing the Huskies into 
a combined 47 turnovers with its 
relentless pressure. 

The Hoyas (24-11) showed no 
fear from the start on Sunday, giv- 
ing the top-seeded Huskies all they 
could handle. Monica McNutt led 
the way with 17 points. 

“Our program is on the rise,” 
McNutt said. “We’re past moral 
victories; we should be in the Elite 
Eight.”

Tea Obreht is, undoubtedly, the 
best expert on her debut novel, 
“The Tiger’s Wife” ($25, Random 
House). But she’s also a student of

beloved by narrator Natalia, for 
example, is based on Belgrade’s zoo, 
a “touchstone” of Obreht’s life.

The “deathless man” in Nata- 
lia’s grandfather’s tales referenc- 
es German and Slavic mythology. 
The “tiger’s wife” (a deaf-mute 
woman ostracized by her village for 
befriending a tiger) is a character of 
Obreht’s own invention. But later, 
Obreht realized the figure belongs 
in the “beauty and the beast canon”: 
“She’s in touch with something hor- 
rific on a level that others around 
her don’t understand.” 

Though Obreht’s manuscript left 
her hands months ago, she still feels 
as if she’s in writing mode. Answer- 
ing questions about her book con- 
tinues to prompt revelations.

Album Preview 

What exactly is a Zonoscope? The 
Australian dance-pop band chose 
the made-up word as the title for its 
third album, which is “imagined 
as a soundtrack to another world,” 
says drummer Mitchell Scott. “It 
made sense then that a Zonoscope 
was the device by which you could 
see into that world.” 

Perhaps in that other world, the 
members of Cut Copy are all celeb- 
rities with smash hits constant- 
ly booming out of crowded clubs. 
Instead, the group is a cult favorite 
in the U.S., after the 2008 album “In 
Ghost Colours” established the band 
as one of the most exciting purvey- 
ors of lushly intricate and unguard- 
edly exuberant songs. The album. 


which was a hit in Cut Copy’s native 
Australia, draws from ’70s psych 
rock and disco; ’80s New Roman- 
tic; and ’90s radio pop. 

Zonoscope 

Following up “In Ghost Colours” 
“would have been tough ... if we had 
tried to re-create that record or use 
it as a template,” Scott says. “Fortu- 
nately, we all share the same idea 
on what we want to do as a band, 
which is to continually be inspired 
by music, so we loved the opportu- 
nity to create something new.” 

With its glimpse of anoth- 
er world “in which differing ele- 


ments like electronic and organic 
components coexist,” “Zonoscope” 
is crammed with huge choruses 
and thumping beats, yet is a full- 
er, more cohesive statement than 
its predecessor. The result, Scott 
says, is a mood of “joyous melan- 
choly,” which perhaps sums up the 
band’s appeal. 

“Maybe it comes from the fact 
that we genuinely enjoy what we 
do and feel incredibly fortunate to 
make music together. But we are 
not trying to make music that just 
has a positive focus. I think there 
have to be fairly equal parts hope 
and despair.” Stephen m. deusner
